WHEAT POOLS ARE 
DISTRIBUTING 28 MILLIONS 


Winnipeg, March 10.—Néarly $28,- 
000,000 are being distributed today as’ 
an interim payment on wheat and flax 
by the: Wheat Pools of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and the 
coarse grain pools of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, according to a state- 
ment made by E. B. Ramsay, mana- 
ger of the Central Selling Agency. 


“We are making a straight payment 
of 15 cents a bushel on; all grades of 
wheat and flax,” stated Mr. Ramsay. 
“The coarse grain pools made an in- 
terim payment in January on barley 
and rye and on oats, bringing the total 
already paid on oats up to 50 cents 
per bushel, 65 cents a bushel for bar- 

ley and 85 cents a bushel for rye.” 


Mr. Ramsay revealed in announc- 
ing the payment, that over $800,000,- 
000 had now been distributed by the 
three western pools since the Alberta 
pool started in 1928.

9.—Amendments 
to the Small Debts ct in Alberta to 
embody features. of the. Ontario and 
British Columbia” acts,” will probably

Briefly, the ‘amendments. daked® for 
will provide for examination of a 
debtor by ‘the: judge following the 
hearing, _if| judgment is’ rendered 
against the debtor. |The judge will 
be asked to inquire into the debtor's 
financial. circumstancesand to make 
a court order setting out. the amount 
the debtor must pay, and how this 
is to be paid. 

When this is ‘done,- a relationship 
is éstablished between the court and 
the debtor ,instead of as at present, 
between the debtor and _ creditor, 
and a dbetor failing to make  pay- 
ment under the order of the court, 
would have to explain his failure to 
the court instead of being respons- 
ible only to the creditor. 

The amendments were explained to 
the convention by George S. 
Hougham, secretary of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association, -who outlined 
the operations of the credit bureaus 
of the association throughout Canada.

Beautifying Alberta 
Towns and Villages 


(Kindly . contributed by the Honor- 
able The Lieutenant-Governor Dr. 
Wm. Egbert, to the Research Bul- 
letin). 

I am pleased to respond to your 
invitation for a few words for the first 
Bulletin to be issued by the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities. The idea of 
issuing this Bulletin strikes me as one 
which is opportune at this time and 
should be of. distinct advantage ‘to 
urban municipalities in this Province. 
The opportunity to discuss matters 
which are of common interest and 
the advantage to be gained by having 
expressions of opinion with respect to 
difficulties and problems which might 
occur to many of you, must be helpful 
to the municipalities in general. 


If there is one matter at the present 
time which is opportune to consider, 
it is the matter of village and town 
planning. You may remember that I 
stressed the importance of this sub- 
ject in my opening remarks at your 
last convention. .With some consistent 
attention and continuous effort, a great 
improvement could be made in the 
general appearance and in the conse- 
quent . comfort ‘of the residents in 
almost every urban municipality in 
the Province. 

To get the best results perhaps it 
is now too late to make a beginning, 
but a beginning should be made at 
once. I have no doubt that any such 


“| beginning should be based on the 
advice of an expert in that line of, 


work. From the expert could be ob- 
tained suggestions as to a general plan 
of the municipality, deciding upon a 
certain area which would be used for 
business buildings, another for. resi- 
dence area, a third for school grounds 
and recreation grounds. The plan 
would carry with it suggestions as to 
the location of. ‘the building on the 
various lots and their alignment with 
the street, the distance from the street 
and possibly the character or quality 
of the buildings-themselves. There is 
economy in such a plan, particularly 
in insurance-and the prevention of fire 
hazard, After such an arrangement 
has been adopted, the laying out of 
the streets, the planning for -boule- 
vards, for tree planting,and for general 
beautifying and improvement could be 
followed consistently. Space for a 
grass plot and flowers in front of the 
homes would be provided for, Nothing 
destroys ‘the scenic beauty ‘of a street 
like the iack, of -uniformity in the 
building and general disregard to the 
condition of the street in front of the 
dwellings. 

All of this <work shoujd be done 
under the plans and possibly the 
supervision ofan expert and I am 
rather of the opinion that the expert’s 
assistance and advice should be yup- 
plied to the urban municipalities 
throughout the. Province by « central 
authority. This expert should be 
available on the request of the muni- 
cipalities or when.required by a grouc
